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E YEAR OF SAUCERS

1966 proved to be the year of aaucera in many ways, both inter¬ 
nationally, nationally, area wide and locally, a former Easton, Penn¬ 
sylvania UFO researcher for over 20 years stated recently. 

Flying saucers have finally taken on a- respectability that is not 
questioned after 20 years or more of repeated appearances worldwide. 
LIFE MAGAZINE finally broke its silence of -over 12 years by printing 
proof (in the form of excellent photographs, both black and white and 
in color). LOOK, READERS DIGEST, POPULAR SCIENCE, TRUE and other 
magazines Joined the parade with various saucer articles. 

CBS TV devoted a full hour to this phenomena with veteran news¬ 
caster Walter Cronkite moderating "UFO...Friend, Foe or Fantasy?" 

Many other networks followed suit, but not in such a questionable way. 

Three■authors wrote saucer books that became beat sellers over¬ 
night. Two newsmen, Frank Edwards and John G. Fuller wrote "Flying 
Saucers...Serious Business" and "incident at Exeter" respectively. 
Fuller was a 1931 graduate of Lafayette College in Easton, Pa. French 
astronomer and NASA' consultant Jacques Vallee penned "Anatomy of a 
Phenomenon." 

False explanations attributed to saucers were a dime a dozen and 
included Moon dust, swamp gas, the planet Venus, sodium vapor clouds, 
and ball lightning. College students in California, Ohio, Maine, 

North Carolina and elsewhere sent up balloons with flares to add to 
the confusion of eyewitnesses and serious researchers and investiga¬ 
tors. 

Evidence of saucer censorship was uncovered in 1966 when it was 
revealed that Air Force Directive 200-2 prohibits disclosing UFO in¬ 
formation unless "it has been positively identified as a familiar or 
known object." A Joint Chiefs of Staff directive - JANAP 146-B, 
threatens prosecution under the Espionage Act to military personnel, 
commercial pilots and merchant seamen who discuss sightings in public. 

Reports of saucer sightings and saucer landings (some of them 
complete with occupants) became as frequent as day to day weather re¬ 
ports and public interest began to grow by leaps and bounds, both in 
this country and overseas. 

As tension increased. House Republican leader Gerald Ford of 
Michigan formally demanded a congressional hearing and investigation 
of flying saucers. He of course was backed by Marine Major Donald E. 
Keyhoe, director of the National Investigations Committee on Aerial 
Phenomena in Washington, D.D. Ford's demands were met, when limited 
open congressional hearings were held by the Armed Services Committee 
and Air Force officials on April 6. As a result of this meeting the 
AF contracted with the University of Colorado recently to investigate 
flying saucers for |300,000 for the next 18 months. 

In the meantime, Arthur Godfrey, Sammy Davis, Stuart Whitman and 
Johnny Carson revealed their UFO experiences before nationwide audi¬ 
ences. 

And even as radar trackings, background radiation increases-above 
normal and photographs and movies of the saucers were beginning to in¬ 
dicate a real phenomena beyond the shadow of a "reasonable doubt" the 
George Gallyip Poll discovered that 95^ of Americans are familiar with 
the flying saucer phenomenon (only 86^ ever heard of Lyndon B. Johnson) 
and no less than 5 million Americans claim to have seen flying saucers, 
_ Some disclaimed saucers auch as as tronaut Walter M. Schirra, Jr . 
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who said, "that he. nor any other pilot he Icnows has ever seen a flying 
saucer" (contrary to recorded sightings by many of his fellow astro¬ 
nauts Cooper, McDlvltt, White, Borman. McDlvltt got photographs of 
one over Hawaii.) Sir, Bernard Lovell, Director of Jodrell Bank Obser¬ 
vatory in England said in Massachusetts that saucers "were incredible 
nonsense" and in California that the saucers "were strictly an Ameri¬ 
can phenomena.'* (At a time when over 5'^! persons in Warminster, Eng¬ 
land were reporting that they had not only seen one, but photographed 
one on several occasions. ) Newsman Walter Cronklte, in the CBS TV UFX) 
program stated "that there had been no radar trackings or photographs 
of flying saucers." (Dr. J. Allen Hynek, Chief Air Force UFO consult¬ 
ant has recently stated that AF reports Include both unexplained UFO 
photos and radar trackings.) 

Hynek now'rea11 zing his "swamp gas" folly states that "no true 
scientific investigation of the UFO phenomenon has ever been under¬ 
taken despite the great volume of hard data." 

Dr. I.M.Levitt, director of Fels Planetarium in Philadelphis said 
"he believed in UFOs, but thought the Air Force should stop its in¬ 
vestigation of them." 

It has been learned from various reliable sources that recent 
flurries of flying saucers over Russia have caused a religious revival 
there. After telling them for years that the saucers don't exist, 
the recent sightings combined with the fear of the unknown have result¬ 
ed in many persons returning to the church in Russia, which is exactly 
what their government didn't want in the first place. In this country 
the many blackouts have been blamed on flying saucer appearances. 
Although this has not yet been proven, it is a known fact that many 
blackouts; have occurred in this, country, and overseas under, similar 
circumstances' in previous years. 

Representatives in Aifgentlna, 'Canada and England asked for new 
Investlgatiohs of flying saucers in 1966, but what happened after these 
requests is yet unknown. Chile and the U.3.A. made similar requests. 

Colman VonKevlczky of the United Nations, Office of Public Infor¬ 
mation proposed in a memo to U Thant that a special department be set 
up at the UN to investigate worldwide UFO encounters and furthermore 
that the UN be the only authorized group to openly contact their occu¬ 
pants. At the same time, Knut HammarskJold, nephew of the late Sec¬ 
retary General of the UN, revealed during an otherwise routine speech 
at a convention of the Aviation-Space Writers Association in New York 
that "he believes flying saucers exist and come from outer space." 

The Air Force next admitted that they tested an AVRO saucer in 
Canada (which used air ducts) in I960 and that it crashed after the 
U.3. taxpayers had Invested over million for its development. 

The taxpayers after investing millions of dollars to investigate sau¬ 
cers, now found that our government along with others were hard at 
work trying to duplicate saucers. Without knowing his motive. Mayor 
Barry Ivers of Brewer, N.H., had erected a city signboard which read 
"Welcome UFOs... Landing Sites Available." This overture was quickly 
followed by three saucers that chased Governor Haydon Burns of Florida 
private ;piane 6,000 feet over Ocala while flying through the state on 
a political campaign. 

Saucer congresses and conventions were held in 1966 in Missouri, 
Utah, California, Arizona and Ohio and drew a large number of partici¬ 
pants. 

Things that became common knowledge in 1966 were the September 
1953 Air Force Intelligence Manual 200-3, Chapter 9, page 3, which 
showed official flying disc (or "flying saucer") illustration - NEVER 
MADE PUBLIC BEFORE, This was followed by the 1958 drawings of two 
types of Unidentified Flying Objects that were Illustrated and author- 
Ized to be posted in radio room and on the bridge of all ships by the 
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Secretary of the Navy, This document entitled OPNAV 9^-P-3B and told 
what to report over the MERINT RADIOTELEGRAPH PROCEDURE for early warn¬ 
ing in defense of the North American continent. Arid the final docu¬ 
ment, one which indicated a change in the attitude of many towards the 
saucers was the December 24, 1959 order issued by the Inspector General 
of the Air Force to every Air Base commander in the continental United 
States. It was issued to all AF Operations and Training Commands and 
was entitled "UFOs...Serious Business." 

And though it couldn't be proven, rumors continued to exist and 
become widespread that extra-terrestrial saucers had crashed and been 
captured with their pilots many years ago in the U.3., in Mexico, Nor- 
wayj England and elsewhere. 

LOOK magazine with its October 4 and l8th issues ran a series 
of articles entitled "Aboard a Flying Saucer" and told the story of 
Barney and Betty Hill, who were captured and given physical examina¬ 
tions by humanoid beings in New Hampshire in 1961. It sounded like 
"PROJECT Apollo" in reverse to many. 

A long playing record on UFOs, produced by Century Records in 
Seattle, Wash., v;as on the market and was entitled "File 733-UFO." A 
contactee oriented UFO color documentary movie entitled "Phenomena 7*7" 
was produced in California at about the same time. Currently America's 
teenagers were dancing to "Blues .of UFOs" and "Hey, Mr. Spaceman.'" 

Feeling that "flying saucers, little men and ray guns" were as 
real as "Project Gemini, the astronauts and the laser ray" Fawcett 
predicted a big flurry of flying saucer sightings to occur in the 
spring of 1967. He felt more large blackouts and power failures would 
occur soon in conjunction with the UFOs and that sooner or later "fly¬ 
ing saucers" would become a major item on the agenda of the United 
Nations. Saucers he contended were serious business and deserved a 
sober scientific probe on a worldwide scale. 

Full play has been given to the saucers in 1966 by all news 
media...TV, radio, magazines, books, newspapers, movies even down to 
the daily comic strips. 

Perhaps the most startling of many of the varied reports have 
come from local policemen and state patrolmen from over a dozen states. 
Some of these involved car chases and sightings below treetop levels. 

A close Study for patterns reveals that 1966 continued the 
trend of the large number of "saucer landings" and "saucer occupants" 
being reported worldwide since 1964, A total of 125 landings have 
been reported from every corner of the globe since 1964, with 4l in 
1964, 43 in 1965 and 4l to date reported in 1966. And this list is 
far from complete with 85 landings reported from America and 4o landing 
reports from overseas. 

So far as the small "humanoid occupants" are concerned, 30 of 
these occupants were observed during this same period of time, with 19 
encounters in the U.S.A. and 11 from overseas. Seven encounters were 
reported in 1964, sixteen in 1965 and seven in 1966 to date. The most 
recent one in Pennsylvania occurred at Erie, on July 31. 

Persons desiring a copy of hearings conducted by the Committee 
on Armed Services of the House of Representatives on "Unidentifed Fly¬ 
ing Objects", which were held on April 5, 1966 may obtain a copy of it 
by ordering Number 55, from the U.3. Gov't. Printing Office, Wash.D.C. 

On November 1, the American Space Tracking Systems finally 
announced that they have been tracking three "UFOs" on their radar 
screens since 1958. These objects remain "unknown" even to this date 
and no country has been able to find an explanation for them. 

The Cocoa Beach, Florida Chamber of Commerce dedicated a 300 by 
1,000 foot UFO landing station at Fisher Park in June, anticipating 
that this may be the first landing place for UFOs from outer space. 

Joe Morgan, president of the Chamber said that in the event a UFO land- 
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ed at the station he would lead a welcoming committee. A week prior 
to this William Van Horn, the Hillsdale County Civil Defense Director 
Issued a 24-pag6 report challenging an Air Force Investigator’s con¬ 
clusion that "swamp gas" caused sightings there In March. He said that 
the records show that It was too windy and too cold for "swamp gas" to 
form, that the eyewitnesses were familiar with this phenomenon and ttet 
markings and background.radiation above normal were found In the area 
where the UFO landed. 

UFO photographs and movies and radar trackings and sightings 
by scientific personnel have been reported In large number In recent 
months worldwide. Both the photographs and radar trackings by military 
personnel became "classified" Information according to AF policy 200-2 
and cannot be released to the public for any reason. 

A top University of Arizona scientist, James McDonald, senior 
physicist at the Institute of Atmospheric Physics, recently told more 
than 200 U.3. faculty members and students that UFOs are moat likely 
extraterrestrial probes. While studying UFO reports at Wrlght-Patter^ 
son AF base (home of Project Bluebook") McDonald discovered a report, 
entitled the Robertson Report, which was completed In 1953. It showed 
that the U.3. Central Intelligence Agency had ordered the AF to "de¬ 
bunk" stories on UFOs and It was signed by a CIA agent named Phillip 
G. Strong, and was Issued because such UFO reports were clogging In¬ 
telligence channels. McDonald further stated that AF Regulation 200-2 
makes It a crime punishable by up to 10 years In prison and a 4l0,000 

fine for any air base official to give out such Information. 

In many sections of the world many people gave up "overnight 
campouts" due to UFO encounters which badly frightened them. Many per¬ 
sons are staying up late at night In hopes of seeing a UFO land before 
their very eyes. The same can be said for Wanaque, N.J., and Warmin¬ 
ster also. Some people In other localities are afraid to drive their 
cars out after dark, because of strange objects In the skies that fol¬ 
low their cars and even sometime land on or near various highways. 

Mel Noel of Hollywood, Calif., a former AF pilot who, while on 

duty with the AF was assigned to a group of four FV^86 Jets to hunt 

down and photograph UFOs, recently announced that they were able to 
get pictures, thousands of frames, but were never allowed to see the 
results. Noel says that after being released from the AF he remained 
silent during the 10-year statute of limitation, which ended recently 
and since then he has been lecturing on UFOs since 1965. 

"Flying saucer" sightings seem to occur not only In 26 month 
cycles of time, but also every 5 years and every 10 years...such as has 
been reported In 194-7, 1952, 1957,1962 and It looks like 196? will be 
another big year too. 

Flylhg saucers are a very complex problem and one v;hlch must be 
solved as soon as possible. It Is^an emotional, military, political, 
scientific, social and spiritual problem and as such Is a challenge to 
science, religion and society on an..Internatlonal scale. 

I feel that the "tree-top level" and "landing" reports should 
be, studied carefully by scientists for these puzzling cases are less 
likely to be anything else but "visitations" from beyond our planet. 

And of course they can never be confused with Jets, satellites, 
balloons, mirages, clouds, meteors, swamp gas, planets, ball lightning, 
moon dust and sodium vapor clouds or re fiectIons... even by the so-call¬ 
ed "untrained eye." 

It Is also my firm conviction that these many unidentified fl.y- 
ing objects and their occupants reported worldwide over the past 20 
years and more should be given the urgent attention of the United 
Nations for a global probe of these phenomena.

Among the hundreds of ufolo¬ 
gists, Kichel, engineer and math¬ 
ematics professor, towers over most 
of them. He, with his compatriot, 
Jimmy Guieu, another very thorough 
and trustworthy investigator, re¬ 
ports the following incident: 

October 9, 195'^, at 6:30 p.m., 
Gilbert Calda, 12, Daniel Hirsch, 9, 
and his 5-year-old brother Jean- 
Pierre vrere roller-skating in the 
little village of Pourney-la-Che- 
tive, (Moselle), France, 6 miles 
south of Metz where the next night 
thousands of Exposition visitors 
including 15 technicians, plus 
commander Cottel, v;ere to see a I 50 
foot UFO hovering for three hours 
at 30,000 feet altitude in a cloud¬ 
less sky. 

While those three boys were 
playing, they saw a "round shiny 
machine come dovm from the sky very 
clos^' to them. Out of it came a 
little man dressed in a black robe 
that reminded them of the kind the 
pastor wore. The ufonaut had shag¬ 
gy hair and big eyes. He spoke to 
the youngsters, but they could not 
understand. They ran away, but 
soon stopped and looked back. As 
they did, they sav; the craft going 
up and "very fast". Another vill¬ 
ager of Pourney, a man, said he 
v/as several hundred yards away from 
the boys at the time and saw the 
craft climb rapidly skyward. 

When I take into consideration 
the above-mentioned details along 
with many others reported elsev/here 
by those v/ho researched thoroughly 
into this case, plus the tens of 
thousands of other well-authentica¬ 
ted sightings over insignificant 
planet-3, a grain of sand in our 
solar system-Z, I find myself in¬ 
tellectually obliged to believe at 
least the substance of this account. 

If vre judge by our standards, 
which should no longer be consider¬ 
ed as universal, this particular 
ufonaut, like so many others well 
authenticated by Lorenzen, Michel, 
Guieu, Marc Thirouin, etc., is very 
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small . I like to call them *ufo- 
nautines.' -'That physical charac¬ 
teristic (smallnessj alone has 
caused much silly laughter and 
‘sure proof ' for thg S'keptic that 
this and that story is not true. 
Hov/ever, in view of the already 
large number of well documented 
cases in ufolore and also when the 
latest scientific discoveries are 
considered, those who are really 
objective v;ill be convinced of the 
possibility and even of the actual 
existence of the ufonautines. 

Indeed, several teams of ex¬ 
perimental scientists have disco¬ 
vered that a high gravitational 
field causes various animals to be 
smaller , when mature, than those 
in the control groups. This con¬ 
sideration, plus the realization 
of many other startling and demon¬ 
strated effects of gravit 3 '‘ on liv¬ 
ing beings, led me to the conclu¬ 
sion that, among the extraterres¬ 
trial intelligences visiting us, 
some of them should be queer and 
even weird according to our geocen^ 
trie, narrowminded criteria. 

V^ishing to share my delight 
with as many fellow ufofans as pos¬ 
sible, I mimeographed these scien¬ 
tifically established facts with 
my own conclusions regarding the 
sizes of ufonites, and, at the end 
of May 1962 , mailed a copy to 71 
editors of ufozines. As some of 
you know, the article v/as published 
by a fev7. Briefly, gravity mark¬ 
edly affects the eventual SIZE, 
SHAPE, 3THSI^TGTH and ABILITIES of 
the animal as a whole and especial¬ 
ly of certain selected organs. 

Here and now, I shall consider 
only the SIZE . Dr. Charles V^under, 
with his coworkers, and several 
other separate teams of scientists, 
have found among other results, 
that an organism exposed to a gra¬ 
vitational field higher than 1 (l 
being terrestrial gravity), it lylll 
be smaller than those in the con¬ 
trol group. This effect, v^ithin 
certain limits, is proportional to 
the intensity of gravity and its 
duration , plus the size of the or¬ 
ganism at the beginning of the ex¬ 
posure. This reduction in size is 
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interpreted by the researchers as 
one of the various effects brought 
about by the plant of animal effect 
ively adapting Itself to the in¬ 
creased gravitational stress. For 
example, changes in size, shape, 
strength and weight of the tissues 
concerned were actually brought 
about. This, of course, can and 
does cause corresponding changes in 
the whole organism. Now the size 
or volume of an animal is constitu¬ 
ted by three dimensions. Note well 
however, that in this study HEIGHT 
Is the most important of the three 
since that is the one especially 
against which the muscles must work 
in order to procure food and circu¬ 
late it properly throughout the 
body. 

As far as I know at this wri¬ 
ting, the experimenters have not 
yet applied these particular teats 
for HEIGHT to upright animals. It 
is obvious that the circulatory 
system of animals with an erect 
bearing has to spend more energy 
in its struggle against gravity 
than a 'horizontal' animal of com¬ 
parable size. Furthermore, 'ver¬ 
tical' animals are bipeds, and, 
therefore, they use more energy 
trying to keep their balance while 
sitting, standing, walking and run¬ 
ning. Also, man being intelligent, 
works, and while doing so uses his 
arms and hands a great deal. Now, 
everything else being equal, a 
SHORTER man is better adapted than 
a tall one for the efficient circu¬ 
lation of his blood, for lifting, 
etc. The researchers agree that 
the above-mentioned anatomical 
changes brought about in animals 
exposed to high g's, were all for 
a better adaptation to the greater 
stress due to gravity. 

The hampsters, mice, rata, 
chickens and other animals which 
were centrifuged for high g's were 
already born and somewhat developed 
at the beginning of the experiment 
and, in general were not kept under 
this artificial stress for the rest 
of their life. And yet, what dif¬ 
ferences between them and their 
littermates.' Now, on planet-X, 
where the surface gravity is say, 

3 g's. humanoid Bill would be adap-. 


ted to that stress from the very 
first moment of his conception, 
for at that time he would receive 
his genes of adaptation handed 
down to him from a long line of 
ancestors. Naturally, he would 
continue from there and build 
himself a body which would con¬ 
tinue to adapt itself to that 
particular gravitational field. 
3o, he would have to be small, 
short, muscular and otherwise 
strange according to our narrow 
standards.

In 1953 when I joined the British Flying Saucer Bureau, it was 
said that religion v;ould be kept out of our discussions and research. 
That was all very well in the initial stage of study of the sighting 
reports, but if our studies are to continue along the natural path of 
progress and learning, then the sightings in themselves can only be 
the initial step to the future.

This report is based on facts, which cannot be disproved and is now 
presented in view of the spread of a phenomenon first noticed in 19^2 
as a faintly localized "hum" heard in London and other British cities 
which had endured heavy German boiobing and sustained aerial bombard¬ 
ments since September 1939. 

In reality this HUM has long since ceased to be just that, it is 
ever increasing in areas of hearing and in intensity, and for many mon¬ 
ths now it has become a terrific vibratory force, which effects the 
ears and cannot be ignored. Its physical and mental effect is serious. 
Its victims suffer nervous breakdown or are driven to consult a doctor 
and psychiatrist in sn effort to find relief. It seems at one and the 
same time to emanate deeply from the bowels of earth, and yet- to per¬ 
vade the air. People hearing it, have bought and worn earplugs, such 
as were made available during bombing raids earlier, but to no avail. 

Hitherto this noise has been heard mainly at night, owing to the 
fact that the noises associated with modern living tended to mute it by 
day. Not so now, it is pressingly Insistent and can be heard plainly 
above the noises of the day, but it is of course correspondingly worse 
at night when all is comparatively still. 

It is therefore established, that this thing first became evident 
at a time that thousands of tons of TNT had rained on Britain for many 
months, and when there had been continuous high explosive and cannon 
fire at fairly high altitudes in air battles. Air raid wardens and 
nightworkers were the first to hear it, and on reporting, were told by 
authorities it was a very "hush-hush matter" and they shoiild forget 
about it. 

Then, modern warfare enveloped a worldwide sphere and became so in¬ 
humanly savage that the very forces of nature were tampered with and 
unleashed from the air as a legitimate weapon, and so a chain reaction 
began which has never, and can never be stayed, 

August 5, 19'^5 the first atom bomb was exploded over Hiroshima, the 
second one was exploded 4 days later. Today, 21 years later, the chain 
reaction from these crimes in human suffering, still continues, as does 
the result of man's interference with the balance of the universe. 
Having done this, scientists found there was no turning back, no stop¬ 
ping the devil's work, the pursuit of atomic development on a more vast 
and grim scale had to continue because it was argued that other powers 
would of necessity also develop this force, so the mad and deadly race 

was on.Man had then merely learned to take apart a few of the 

bricks of which the universe is built, the atoms of URANIUM. 

Since then frightful experiments have gone on, the A-bombs unleash¬ 
ed on Japan in '45 are mere toys compared with the horrific Hydrogen 
Bomb and others of the ilk now stored ready for "instant use" all round 
the globe. These are POTENTIAL WEAPONS of WORLD ANNIHILATION. As an 
example of what happens when a burdened plane crashes in mid-air the 
Palomares (Spain) Incident of-January '66 is referred to. 

A't this point, and before stating the cause of the "BIG HUM" which 
is part of such chain reaction, it Is necessary to explain a little 
about the atom itself. It has been established on scientific grounds, 
that the atom contains within its nucleus vast stores of energy not 
otherwise obtained on earT/h. Such energy in nature is subject to viol¬ 
ent release as in volcanic eruptions and major earthquakes, both beyond 
the power of man to alter or control. (Japan 1945: temperatures of mil¬ 
lions of degrees were created, too great for us to understand. People 
and animals "vanished" without a trace or remains, in a split second, 
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but the heat was so fierce that their image remained reflected in 
stone as in a photograph. These were the temperature of the sun, but 
these, at a distance of some 93 million miles from us, are moderated 
to a degree which makes it bearable to life on earth. Created ON earth, 
it was a force to disrupt the universe at close quarters. 

Since then atomice tests have continued, there have been explo¬ 
sions of verying intensities high up in the atmosphere, deeply below 
the oceans and into the core of our planet by underground detonation^ 
Such tests have been held all over the world: under the Pacific and 
above it, in the salt flits of New Mexico, the Sahara and the icy 
wastes of Siberia, in Woomera, Australia and various other places, and 
recently in China. All these explosive "tests" have injected forcibly 
radioactive matter, atomic particles into the earth's centre, its 
ocean floors, its atmosphere, thereby upsetting the balance of nature. 

A few years ago the greatest crime of all was committed by explo¬ 
ding 200 miles up in space over JOHNSON ISLAND (Pacific) a hydrogen 
bomb equalling more than 1 million tons of T.N.T. 

This caused an artificial rainbow visible ftrom Hawaii 750 miles 
away and New Zealand 4,000 miles away. At these distances the sky 
was "on fire" from horizon to horizon, turning night into day (11 p.m.) 

At those distances people could read out of doors (11 p.m.) and 
the blast of hot air travelled these distances bringing the tang of 
salt seawater to people on land. A fireball remained brighter than 
the sun, in every imaginable color for some 10 minutes. When it faded 
the clouds still had haloes and the stars had disappeared. Across con¬ 
tinents radio communication went out like a light. The Van Allen ra¬ 
diation belt, a natural atmospheric and protective barrier round our 
globe at high altitude was destroyed. Later efforts were made to cre¬ 
ate an artificial one in its place by the sowing of millions of copper 
needles in space and other devices, all to no avail. Man cannot 
supercede creations of the universe. 

Above ground atomic dust does not fall or disperse IMMEDIATELY, 
it remains in suspension for long periods, affecting the atmospheric 
layers around the earth, altering their composition. It is upon this 
composition the stability of ear-h and all the other planets, inside 
and outside the galaxy, depend. Such upper layers of our atmosphere 
are connected with earthquakes♦ The moon controls the tidal system 
of the earth's waterways. 

I will now show by comparison that a chain reaction HAS been set 
in motion, X3 gathering momentum and could well take this planet out 
of the struggle for survival among the members of the celestial sphere. 
Now for effect. 

Earth and the universe, are controlled by a FORCE we call GRAVI¬ 
TATION, and ENERGY. Energy drives things out, force pulls them back. 

A volcano by a terrific upsurge of energy throws up boiling lave or 
molten rock, force Immediately pulls it back to earth. Water always 
rolls downhill, fire always burnes. All motion in the universe is 
produced or destroyed, quickened or retarded, increased or lessened by 
these two indestructable powers of OPPOSITE NATURE; force and energy. 

The earth has abt. seven motions. Naming three: it revolves on 
its axis (or spine) once every 24 hours bringing day and night. It 
revolves round the sun once every year in a fixed orbit to bring the 
seasons. It moves ever onward in space WITH THE SUN. Since it is 
ever moving along in such vastness and these 3 and other motions of 
earth are controlled by these two powers (force and energy), the moon 
falls around the earth once every 28 days at a certain rate, they con¬ 
trol all that exists in nature, rain and rivers, volcanoes and earth¬ 
quakes, tidal waves and floods, life and death. The movement of earth 
hitherto has been so true to this law of nature, it alters only one 
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second in 186,000 years. It is a law inherent in creation of all 
matter... 

BUT...in the last few years, since 1957, a mysterious "force" is 
putting a strange pressure on earth, compressing it at its poles, ex¬ 
erting colossal disruption with these' hitherto stabilized motions. 
Earth has been tilted on its axis by this pressure and is gradually 
slowing down in its rate of spinning. Radiation at the poles has be¬ 
come so concentrated, it is compressing our planet as one squeezes a 
lemon, these last 9 years anyhow, this tilt and slovring down has con¬ 
tinued. Our "day" is slowly lenghtening and the magnetic north pole 
in 2 years has moved 20 miles (See Headliners - SS&S ^42) farther 
north and 4 miles east. 

ATOMIC CLOCKS ; in 1955 a new system, geared to atomic clocks, was in¬ 
troduced into a worldwide network of radio-communication by 9 count¬ 
ries including Great Britain and the U.3.A. These were destined for 
use in navigation, satellite track and astronomical observation. The 
clocks themselves were so constructed, they were guaranteed not to 
gain or lose a second in 3,000 years, yet, as far back as 1.11.63, the 
whole network of atomic clocks had to be altered because of the criti¬ 
cal gap caused between their normally accurate time-readings and the 
slowing down of the daily rotation of earth. 

At that time it was stated that a satellite near earth travels at 
approx. 25,000 miles per second, and if the warning time-factor esta¬ 
blished by such clocks vras out even 1/10 second, any intercepting mis¬ 
sile sent up would miss its target by half a mile. Now, further, it 
is a universal principle, that, if the earth ever altered her speed of 
rotation and/or tilted on her axis, the following events would occur 
as surely as night follows day; the problem being one of mechanics, 
points on the outer layers of the rotating globe (especially near the 
equator) move at a higher linear velocity, than points on the inner 
layers but at the same angular velocity. Consequently if the earth 
were suddenly stopoed or even slowed down in its rotation, the inner 
layers might come to rest, or their rotational velocity be slowed, 
while the outer layers would tend to go on rotating. 

This would cause friction between the various liquid or semi- 
liquid layers, creating HEAT . On the outermost periphery the- solid 
layers would be torn apart, causing mountains and continents to rise 
or fall. 

This is already happening and it is this terrific upheaval deep 
in the bowels of earth, and high up in. the atmosphere and around us, 
which is the cause of the terrible "hum" or vibration we are immedi¬ 
ately concerned with. 

The past rate of atomic explosions has already caused the mean 
heat of earth to increase. It will continue to increase at this rate 
of 0'3 oC each year. By 1977, continuing at the present rate, it will 
have increased to 6' C. (or disaster may strike sooner) and this is 
the cause of the melting of the polar icecaps already firmly establl- 
•shed. 

Earthquakes are on the increase all around the world far beyond 
the typical quake area. So far in 1966 there have been already tremors 
of varying severity recorded at the following places and others up to 
this date. New Guinea, Agadir, U.S.A., Athens, Bulgaria, France, Ita¬ 
ly, Belgium and England (the third in 3 years). With reference to 
England, tremors in October 1963 the sea off Portsmouth appeared to be 
the epicenter of a severe earthquake which shook also the counties of 
Hampshire, Sussex and Surrey, etc. 

Then recently on July 23, another rocked the Devonshire coast and 
the Scilly Isles, the epicenter of this one too aopeared to be under- 
sea. Undersea maps (Life issue) show the Biscay abyssal plain to lie 
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almost unier or too close for comfort to this spot, so that sliding In 
a 3W direction would seem fatal. 

In November 1963, Just after the undersea volcanic eruption off 
Icelan-^, the sea boiled for days, clouds of steam preventing observa¬ 
tion from land or air. After the sea had .cooled off, a new volcanic 
Island arose and proceeded to grow. 

Huge glaciers in the Siberian arctic regions are on the gallop, 
as are others off Ellesmere Island, and elsewhere, huge Icebergs, some 
5 times the size of London, are adrift in other navigable waters. 

Moving mountains are reported from Austria, Greece, Wales and 
Italy. Landslides and avalanches are frequently reported in various 
European countries as are terrific floods and tidal waves, etc. 

An even more startling statement; ENGLAND appears to be in grave 
danger of submersion under the sea. I have referred to 2 severe trem¬ 
ors in the last 3 years, very close to the 3W shore under sea andaf- 
fectlng several counties strongly inland. In the last few months re¬ 
ports have come in of houses losing 25 fset of garden inside two years 
along the coast. Over and above the normal rate of erosion inland 
railway and river bridges have collapsed leaving gaping miniature ra¬ 
vines in the earth below. Down here in BUCKINGHAMSHIRE it is even more 
evident since last December '65 the vicinity of my home is markedly 
"sinking", including the area of my garden and that of the neighbors. 

Neighboring houses built at the same time have sinking founda¬ 
tions causing terrific cracks in walls and even the garden. The roads 
serving the estate are also sinking. Water, gas, electricity or under¬ 
ground telephone installations are disrupted and constantly under re¬ 
pair. 

Nearby a high hill (chalky soil of the Chiltern Hills) the 
ground has dropped alarmingly since last December '65* Not far away, 
a windmill, for centuries a landmark, is no longer a landmark; it has 
moved too far from its normal position.' Houses in the lower area, for¬ 
merly only having roofs and upper parts of walla visible, are now 
clearly visible down to the lower parts. All over the world, if fact, 
it seems there are similar upheavals going on, the rising of the Atlan¬ 
tic floor and the "surfacing* of gas belts being but two pointers to 
this fact. 

It has been mentioned earlier that any tilting of the earth ang¬ 
le or the slowing down of earth's rotational spin, would have dire re¬ 
sults on the seasons and the weather patterns. The very "breath of 
heaven" would be out of harmony. Spring follows winter and autumn fol¬ 
lows summer, because planet earth rotates on an axis Inclined towards 
the plane of its revolution around the sun. Should this axis become 
perpendicular to that plane, there would be no more seasons on earth. 
Should it change its direction, the seasons would change their intensi¬ 
ty and their order. "Winter is come Instead of summer". Is not this 
very evidently happening today? 

The fact, that in our present age five major planets together 
with the Sun, the Moon and Earth have entered in the sign of Aquarius, 
is an event which signifies the greatest change ever recorded in the 
history of marking, and this event is in the process of taking place 
now . The last occasion when earth entered the sign of Aquarius was in 
the time of NOAH. In the light of this knowledge we can interpret the 
Lord's own prophecy regarding events these signs are pointing to.

FLYING 3AUCSR3 AND 3TA3L5 jUFSRCONDUCTINd WHIRLS OF PLA SIU - by 

Hans Lauritzen 

During recent years research on magnetohydrodynamics has provided 
humanity v/ith a great number of discoveries of new physical phenomena. 
It has not been possible to predict these phenomena. We find ourselves 
at the beginning of a startling development, whose consequences are of 
immense importance to the future of humanity on planet Earth. 

When a plasma is compressed by very strong magnetic fields it has 
a tendency to form special shapes (plasmoids). The shapes assumed by 
plasmoids are unexnectedly rich and have provided information consider¬ 
ably in advance of the ability of theory to predict, a commonly ob¬ 
served hydromagnetic property of plasmas is the tendency of the plasma 
spontaneously to form shreds or thin filaments. These filaments often 
form spirals in the container or magnetic bottle, in which the plasma 
is accelerated. 

V/hen a plasma v/ith high electrical potential is compressed by a very 
strong magnetic field, and when at the same time a verj'’ strong magnetic 
field is created inside and along the axis of the column of plasma, 
the particles of the plasma will move in tight spirals around and along 
the magnetic lines of force. Associated v/ith this corkscrew movement 
are two important qualities} the number of revolutions per second 
(Syro-frenuency) and the radius of the spiral (gyro-radius). When the 
magnetic fields are enormously strong, and the plasma densitj'’ is so 
high that the number of distant-encounter collisions per second ex¬ 
ceeds the gyro-frequency, the corkscrew motion is thwarted. A short 
cut takes place so to speak transforming the extremely tight spirals 
into a great number of ring-shaped plasmawhirls. These ring-shaped 
plasmawhirls are superconducting. As the electrical potential in 
them is enormous and nov^ does not encounter any resistance, very power¬ 
ful hydromagnetic shock vraves are emitted. 

For many years superconductors were thought of simply as substances 
whose electrical resistance vanishes below a certain temperature. 

This concept met v/ith a number of minor but significant difficulties, 
which eventually led to the realization that superconductivity repre¬ 
sents a st‘te of matter in which a large number of electrons are in a 
coherent state of motion. '3uch a state can persist indefinitely in 
flagrant violation of the classical law that a circulating electron 
must lose energy by radiation. 

A typical property of supcerconductors is their impenetrability for 
magnetism. As the ring-shaped whirls of plasma are superconducting, 
magnetic filds cannot penetrate them and they are actually imprisoned 
in their own magnetic fields (and those of other neighbouring v/hirls). 
That is why a ring-shappd current can remain stable indefinitely and 
at the same time emit powerful hydrodymamic shock v/aves v/ithout supply 
of energy. These ring currents of superconducting plasma present 
certain anglogies with the ring currents created in superfluid helium 
(below 2,2 K) when bombarded v/ith alphaparticles and v/ith smoke rings. 

Because of these dramatic macroscopic quantum effects exhibited by 
the superconducting ring currents they can under certain conditions 
pave their way through the containers '’nd escape from the laboratories 
without interruption of their coherent state of motion. They will then 
follow magnetic lines of force. 

In a separate paper I have mentioned that such ring currents are 
created in the magnetosphere due to the interaction of ionized particle 
waves from the sun and the geomagnetic field. Earth's magnetic lines 
of force trap the v/aves of charged particles and cause then to move in 
spirals. Under certain conditions the spirals become so 'tight that 
huge stable superconducting ring currents are created. When the super- 
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conducting ring currents consist of trapped lov; energ-r protons they 
cause electromagnetic radiation at frequencies of about one 

cycle ner second. And ring currents of trapped electrons give fre¬ 
quencies in the audible range, v;hlch is from 20 cycles to 15,000 
cycles per second. The luminous phenomena are also called "HA3T,R' , 
an acronym standing for Hydromagnetic Amplification by stimulated 
^mission of Ro.diation. It is to be remembered the ’ : particles are 

in a coherent state of motion in the ring currents. 

A great num.ber of ring currents are often combined in huge luminous 
cigar-shaped fields, but they can also separate and appear as smaller 
oval shapes or '^uite small luminous balls. Due to perturbations of 
the magnetic lines of force they can move nearer to the surface of 
Earth. Such strange bright lights (UFOs) have been seen by millions 
of people. The shapes reported correspond very v;6ll to the sh-'^pes of 
superconducting ring currents. As they are very sensitive to magnetic 
lines of force, they have often been reported hovering over or moving 
along powerful electric current v/ires. When following the magnetic 
lines of force of Earth they will often move in spirals - to an obser¬ 
ver on Earth the path will look like a zigzag line. They v;ill also 
tend to move along certain geographic lines because of deviations of 
the geomagnetic field due to deposits of magnetic material in the 
earth (orthoteny). 

UFOs are often changing colour when changing speed. In the super¬ 
conducting ring currents the light is emitted by electrons that ex¬ 
hibit coherent wave properties over macroscopic dimensions. Arid a 
magnetic field is capable of varying the energy of quantum levels and 
hence the frequency of the emitted light, as v/ell as reducing drasti¬ 
cally the threshold for the onset of laser action. 

Many other strange phenomena accompany the UFOs. The strong hydro- 
magnetism gives magneto-optic reflection and absorption, so that the 
ring currents can look solid and metallic. Also magnetoacoustic 
effects are common. In the superconducting ring currents the electrons 
are in a coherent state of motion thus producing coherent electromag¬ 
netic waves as well as hydrodynamic shock waves with the same frequen¬ 
cies as acoustic waves. Like sonic and ultrasonic shock waves the 
hydrodynamic shock v;aves are capable of giving rise to compression and 
rarefaction of particles. The free electrons, in a current will thus 
change their density. Now, the behaviour of electrons in a metal 
follows the rules of Fermi statistics, according to which the energy 
of electrons is always related to their density. Thus v;hen the den¬ 
sity of the electrons in a metal is disturbed the distribution of 
their energies is also disturbed. Electric currents will be stopped 
causing black-out of electric-powered machine and instruments. To 
re-establish the equilibrium distribution a certain relaxation time is 
required. Then the electric-powered devices vrill reassume their func¬ 
tion as if nothing had happened. Such black-outs are some of the most 
reported effects during close approach of UFOs. 

Two theories have been put forward in order to explain the enormous 
amounts of energy released by hydrodynamic plasma. The first one says 
that there are hidden or uncounted extra positive and negative charges 
and hidden or uncounted magnetic movomextln the plasma. The second 
theory says that the energy Is released vrhen the hydromagnetic whirls 
of plasma assume the same geometric dimensions as the electrohydro- 
magnetlc threads appropriate for an elementary particle. The Mach 
principle taken into consideration the self energy of any elementary 
particle must be described within the framework of the universe as a 
whole. The universe is considered as a transient st-ge in vrhlch a 
transient latent universal potential is transformed into quantized 
active local energies by orocesses inside elementary particles. Now 
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TO TELL THE TRUTH iO™ 

In view of the facts which have Just recently come to light con¬ 
cerning the 'public* and 'open' hearings before the House Armed Ser¬ 
vices Committee, I feel that it would be in order to elaborate upon 
the existence or non-existence of the Unidentified Flying Object.

This would imply that the UFO does exist, 
but it is merely a fly-by of the Tourist Bureau of Outer Galactic 
Societies v/hich has been in the process of sending its summer vaca¬ 
tionists on the Economy Flight Tour through the balmy skies of its 
dear friend and neighbour Earth. 

It has also been implied that UFOs exist "because v/e want to be¬ 
lieve in them" and that "they are figments of our collective imagina¬ 
tion brought on by the strains and frustrations of modern-day vrorld." 
Fine.* I This answer certainly goes far in quieting my frustrated mind 
but it does not quite explain how a 'frustrated mind' can show up on 
radar. I think that the machines in use today are simply marvelous 
Insofar as they can put exactly what we are seeing vrithin our minds 
and project it directly upon the radar screen.* Uill vronders never 
cea se? 

There are many members of our organization (ufology) who have very 
long memories. Their experience in this field goes back a long time. 
I will ask them to examine the contents of the general 'contactee 
messages* that vrere given out years ago. Upon examination they will 
find that certain prophecies did occur as was predicted, namely 
'the fireflies in space' and certain features of the moon. We have 
had floods, fires, earthquakes and adverse weather conditions. On 
the other hand many predictions did not ring true. And if you will 
examine any Farmer's Almanac of years ago.you will find that we had 
our share of catastrophies then too. 

Consider the following v;hich is conjecture on my part. Is it 
possible it's an extra-terrestrial hoax? A space age .practical joke? 
Could it be possible that the 'caught up' earthlings are being fed 
deliberate mis-information? That the 'sweetness and light* messages 
are but camouflage to mask and hide the real intentions of our 
'visitors'? 

The majoritj/’ of the messages keep expounding on the central theme 
that "We are here to save you." Hov; did that save Capt. Mantell? 

"We are protecting you from yourselves." Hovf did theT?- protect James 
Flynn of Ft. Meyers, Florida, v.^hen they shot a beam of light at him 
that left him unconcious for 24 hours and left him partially blind? 
"We come to teach you our ways of love and universal understanding." 
How and what did Rivalino Mafra da Silva understand v/hen he v/as 
forcibly kidnapped, by two strange ball-like objects on the morning,of 
August 20th, 1962, in front of his house? "l called father to see 
those strange flying objects. He came out of the house, still pray¬ 
ing and asking v;hat those things could be, his eyes locked on them. 

He warned me to stay away and walked toward the objects. He stopped 
at a distance of two meters.

Mr. Peter Norris, president of the Victorian Flying Saucer Research 
Society, released a photograph of a UFO taken from the garden of a Bal- 
wyn home. Mr. Norris said the object v«s snapped by a society member at 
his home at 2:21 p.m., on Saturday, April 2, 1966. The member, whose 
name is not available because of business reasons, said he was using 
color film in a polaroid camera. 

"It was a warm, clear day, and suddenly the whole garden became lit up. 
It was like a reflection from some huge mirror being shone on the gar¬ 
den," he said. "I looked up and saw an object, bright and shining, 
coming towards me. It would have been between 20-25 ft. in diameter. 

It was about 150 ft. up in the air. "It seemed to float down towards 
me. It resembled a big mushroom with the stalk pointing towards the 
earth. Then it spun through an 180 degree angle on its vertical axis 
to take up the position in which I photographed it. Then it turned 
slowly through another 180 degrees on its horizontal axis, to bring the 
stalk part facing me. From an almost stationary position it shot off 
northwards at terrific speed, accelerating to what seemed to be hun¬ 
dreds of miles an hour in seconds." 

U FO Sightings Boom in Mexico (Upper right) 

One convincing photo appeared in the English language magazine Mexico 
This Month. Anita Brenner, editor, wouldn't divulge the name of the 
man who took the photo. "He gave us the picture on that condition. The 
gentleman is a businessman of sound mind, who took the picture from the 
window of a perfectly sound commercial airplane. He was on a business 
trip at the time, and Ju^t happened to be looking out to starboard when 
his UFO hove into sight.

Brazil, Ind. Ronnie Thurston, brought to the Brazil Times office a cam¬ 
era he had won in a newsboy's contest and asked to have the film re¬ 
moved and developed. He might, he told editor James L. Coudret, have 
a picture of an unidentified blue-white object that he said hovered 
over Brazil for 20 minutes. Coudret developed the film himself, more 
than doubling the usual time because of the 9:30 p.m. exposure, and 
found it showed an object like an upsldedown handleless cup. 

Two other members of the boy's family said they also saw the object, 
which appeared to be about 100 feet above the ground and two blocks 
away. It vanished abruptly without observable movement. Ronnie said 
he made only one shot because he was uncertain about how to advance 
the film. 

Dorchester Girl Terrified by UFO (Lower right) 

An 11-year-old Dorchester girl was terrified by a UFO early Sunday a.m. 
which she said banged against the house and rocked her bed. Judy Kal- 
nickl of 1284 Dorchester Ave., an honor student in the sixth grade at 
Mather School, woke up screaming for her mother, who has six other 
children. Then the youngster sat down and sketched the "flying oval." 
The object was spotted twice by the Kalnicki family, and two blackouts 
of electric power occurred almost simultaneously in the Dorchester ar¬ 
ea. Police also received calls that UFOs were spotted off Boston’s 
Logan Airport, over South Boston and near Belmont's Waverley Square. 
Shortly after 4.a.m. Judy was awakened and saw "this thing" outside 
her third-floor bedroom window. "it was so close I could almost touch 
it. It banged against the house as we watched it. I was sitting on my 
bed, and it rocked the bed back and forth. Then the lights in the 
house went out. It was about the size of her brother's 1955 Lincoln.

Mr. Shelley has de¬ 
voted 11 years to the study of unidentified flying objects and has 
presented about 700 lectures on the subject. 

The retired Ingersoll District Collegiate Institute language teacher, 
who lives in Thamesford, also believes it's about time the Canadian 
government admits flying saucers exist. 

He said he believes confirmation has been withheld by the government 
because officials "fear mass hysteria". 

"l think the government will admit them with enough pressure," he 
said. There is such pressure now in the United States after the most 
recent flood of UPO reports. 

"Russian people are told life more highly developed than our own may 
be on other plandts," he said. 

Mr. Shelley said that he had believed flying saucers existed before 
he and his daughter Pat observed what they believed to be one, seven 
years ago. "it was silver in color," he said. "it may have been (a 
saucer) or it may not," Mr. Shelley said. 

"l have talked with people who say they have seen them (people from 
outer space)," he said. "People from other planets are far ahead of 
us," he said. 

Recent sightings, he said, according to previous photographs of UFOs 
would be scout ships about 36 feet in diameter on the average, which 
come from a mother ship. 

Mr. Shelley said he is preparing a book based on research material 
from other books, reports and through talking with people about the 
unidentified flying objects. 

He is a member of 20 organizations studying UFOs reported around the 
world. (The London Free Press, March 31, 1966)

As a result of curiosity, an investigator for "Saucers, Space and 
Science" on UFOs took it upon himself to pursue more information for 
the aforementioned magazine. 

It was seen first on Tuesday, Feb.15, at 6 a.m., and on Thursday, 

Feb. 17, at 5!^5 a.m. 

The first sighting consisted of two witnesses, Mr. & Mrs. David Brock. 
They mentioned the sighting to their neighbors and they said if it 
happened again to give them a call. 

The second sighting was witnessed by 12 neighbors plus a man, Norman 
Ryder of nearby Norwich, Ontario. Mr. Ryder had in his possession a 
high-power-telephoto lens on his camera and also a pair of binoculars. 
All those present viewed the object through the high-powered binocu¬ 
lars and all concurred that the disc-shaped object wavered. 

What seemed an odd coincidence was that on the night before of each 
sighting, Mr. Brock, who is a ham radio operator was tinkering with 
his short wave set and got strange sounds or signals and couldn't 
make them out. 

On Wednesday night after thinking about Tuesday's episode, Mr. Brock 
thought he would try his short wave radio set again on Wednesday and 
see if there was any connection between the radio and the sighting. On 
Thursday the UFO showed up again. The UFO on both occasions was hover¬ 
ing near a drug company's plant. It stayed over the trees about 45 min¬ 
utes both times. The trees are about 100 feet high and the UPO was 
about 100 ft. above the trees. The object was about 12-15 ft. wide and 
a red glow emanated from the top of the disc. _

No polar ice cap however large, 
could capsize the globe without

the motive power which is developed 
as follows: The earth is wobbling, 
like a spinning top, before it 
falls over on its side. The wobble 
eventually puts the centre of gy¬ 
ration of weight of the oversize 
rotating ice mass too far off 
centre from the earth's Axis of 
Spin.

The first proofs and publicity 
of the groxvth of the South Pole 
Ice Cap is cont'^’ined in a 32-page 
treatise entitled "The G-reat Delug¬ 
es of the Earth" distributed in 
1941 by Hugh A. Brown, engineer. 

In 194o he circulated a 72-page 
pamphlet "Popular Awakening" con¬ 
cerning THE ikPENDING FLOOD. Both 
are on file at the Congressional 
Library in Washington. 

Dwight D. Sisenhov/er, then pres¬ 
ident of Columbia University, re¬ 
ceived a copy and acknowledged it 
With thanks. Admiral R.E. Byrd, 
vrho also received a copy, replied 
that he recognized the writer as a 
real scientist, but that he person¬ 
ally must withhold announcing 
whether the Ice Cap is grov;ing or 
waning, until all the evidence 
being gathered during the Inter¬ 
national Geophysic"! Year, which 
ended on December 31, 1958, had 
been collected and studied. 

It is surmised that President 
Eisenhower's vigorous support of 
Admiral Byrd's Antarctic’re searches 
was influenced by his knowledge of 
the contents of Mr. Brown's pam¬ 
phlet. Both men knew that if the 
Ice Cap was found to be growing, 
then the forecast of a V/orld Flood 
was reasonable. 

Academic vindication of the 
earlier analytical proofs of the 
growth of the Ice Cap was delayed 
until Russian, Australian and French 
polar scientists reported the rate 
of growth of the Ice Cap during the 
Symposium on Antarctica, held by 
The International Union of Geodesy 
and Geophysics, at Helsinki, Fin¬ 
land, during the first week of 
August I960. 

Action will follov/ if individual 
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readers understand the nerll we are 
in, and are willing to endure the 
fatigue of supporting their own 
convictions. Cooperation for cor¬ 
poreal salvation ViQj well be to 
inform their Congressional Repre¬
